Brutal ‘ Regulators” Cruelly 
Beat a 


Man at Bloomington. 
Bloomington, Ind., Jan. 7.—The po­ 
lice and prosecuting attorney are in­ 
vestigating a ease of whitecapping in 
the city here. 
Charles Reeves, aged 
twenty-four, was dragged from the 
home of Mrs. Sarah Kelly, in the west­ 
ern part of the city, and cruelly beaten 
and flogged. His right arm way broken 
in two places and his body was bruised 
and cut. 
Reeves, who is a workman at a fur­ 
niture factory, says he has no enemies 
and that he knows no reason why he 
should be whitt capped, hut the police 
think he was ‘‘regulated” by some of 
his acquaintances who did not like the 
m anner in which he was acting.

I case of Sir Lionel Carden, British 
minister to Mexico, whose attitude 
toward the American policy in that 
country is understood to have been 
offensive to the Washington govern­ 
ment. was increased with the report 
that the British foreign office had de­ 
nied reports that Sir Lionel is to be 
transferred to the legation at Rio De 
Janeiro. 
The British denial has not lessened 
in the slightest degree the conviction 
here that his majesty’s government 
did decide to transfer Sir Lionel, large 
ly because of the resentment in the 
United States over his published in­ 
terviews regarding the Mexican situa­ 
tion. 
Thp belief continues that not 
only will the change be made, a3 fir*t 
reported from London, but that it will 
be due to the desire of the British gov­ 
ernment to remove a possible cause 
of friction between that government 
and the T'nited States. 
The official denial reported from 
London is regarded in the light of a 
necessary consequence of a premature 
publication of the intentions of the for­ 
eign office. 
The immediate result of 
the prem ature publicity given the pro­ 
posed transfer of Sir Lionel is ex­ 
pected to be the delaying of the change 
for a considerable period. T im course 
will be taken by the British, according 
to opinion here, in order to remove, if 
possible, a basis for the belief that the 
transfer is being made in deference 
to the United States. This Great Brit­ 
ain would naturally like to avert, not 
only because of Sir Lionel’s personal 
feelings, but also because of its own 
pre tige and dignity. 
The state department has not had 
any word officially from the British 
government regarding the 
proposed 
change. 
This and the fact that Sir 
Lionel Carden himself admitted that 
he hail not been informed of hi* com­ 
ing transfer, is ground for the bel ie I 
that the whole m atter became known 
quite prematurely. 
It was stated that there is no inter, 
tion of withdrawing the American em­ 
bassy from Mexico City. It was point­ 
ed out by officials that Charge d’Af­ 
faire* O’Shatighnessv is able to pf r- 
form many valuable services for the 
few' Americans left in Mexico, and 
their properties. 
Tile Huerta govern­ 
ment is always found ready to act 
upon any suggestions coming from the 
American embassy in regard to the 
protection 
of Americans and 
their 
property.
